“Under detention, I learned from 
newspapers about the hooligan act 
of the Jewish Defence League... I 
have no need of unsolicited defen- 
ders. I have committed crimes and 
I am ready to bear responsibility for 
them under Soviet law.” 

INNOCENT PLEAS 

Usually reliable sources said two 
defendants, engineers Viktor Bo- 
guslavsky and Levy Sagman, both 
31, pleaded not guilty to some of 
the charges agatast them.

30,000 Soviet Jews special refugee 
visas to the U.S. outside the immi- 
gration quotas. Sen. Clifford Case 
of New Jersey introduced the mea- 
sure. 

Under present law, the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service is 
permitted to issue only 10,200 visas 
a year to Eastern Huropean refu- 
gees. This quota is generally over- 
subscribed. 

In a statement ‘accompanying the 
introduction of his bill, Senator Case 
said he was “gratified that 24 other 
senators had signed up as co-spon- 
sors. “I strongly believe that their 
Support shows the deep sentiment 
in the Senate that something should 
be done for the relief of Soviet 
Jews. 

“I am fully aware that the So-

ORLANDO, Florida (AP). — A 


$5m. suit against spacecraft build- . 


ers by the widow of Virgil “Gus” 
Grissom, one of three American 
astronauts killed in the 1967 daunch 
pad fire, was dismissed Tuesday. 

Betty Grissom had charged that 
faulty wiring and negligence caus- 
ed the blaze aboard Apollo 1 at 
Cape Kennedy, which also claimed 
the lives of Roger Chaffee and Ed 
White. 

Judge George Young ruled that 
such a claim must be 3163 within 
two years after a death. Mrs. Gris- 
s0m filed February 18 of this year. 

The accident, the lone fatal mis- 
hap involving a U.S. space mission, 
occurred January 27, 1967, more 
than four years before legal action 
was taken.

CATANIA, Sicily (UPI). — Lava 
boiled from a new fissure on the 
slopes of Europe’s tallest volcano 
yesterday and flowed to within 
2 kms. of 2 village damaged by 
eruptions in 1950.

Ra- 
ther than put down bases and stay 
there till the North Vietnamese at- 
tacked, they kept moving their bases 
before the Communists could man- 
oeuvre their men into position. 

Some of these moves were not 
fast enough and there were heavy 
losses, but these tactics allowed the 
South Vietnamese to achieve the 
main aim of the operation — to 
stop supplies reaching Communist 
troops in Cambodia and South Viet- 
nam. General Abrams, the U.S. 
commander in Vietnam, said that 
the operation made it impossible for 
Communist forces to launch a big 
offensive in the South for five or 
six months. Others believe the Ge- 
ueral was being cagey: they say 
the Communista will feel the bad 
effects of the Laos drive for as 
long as a year. In thig sense the 
operation looks like having been a 
real success. It has also shown, 
however, that South Vietnam atill 
responds uncertainly to heavy losses 
of Its own on the battlefield.

Beirut worried 
by wave of 
‘immorality’ 


BEIRUT Reuter). Lebanese 
Prime Minister Saeb Saiam on Tues- 
day presided over a mieetiny of se- 
nior government ome te 
examine what was officiclly de- 
served as deterloratiag morality in 
the country. 


The meeting, which sought ways 
of reversing the trend, followed ve- 
hement denunciations by religious 
leaders last week of what they 
called the immoral wave hitting 
the Lebanon, and a ban imposed o2 
a French film because it contain- 
ed scenes considered sexuclly pro- 
vocative. Mr. Salam told reporters 
after the meeting, which Included 
cabinet ministers, that there were 
limitations to freedom, He said the 
law would be enforced against 
indecent material. 


An official announcement issued 
on Tuesday said the French film, 
“UInitiation,” was considered immo- 
rai. The film bad capsed near-riots 
at a cinema here last week, when 
enraged cinema-goers found that 
nude scenes had been cut by the 
censor. 


The religious leaders have par- 
ticularly objected to last week's 
performance of a nude scene from 
the revue "Oh Calcutta.” Twelve stu- 
dents were arrested after the scene 
and were charged with indecent 
expopure.

Hebron farmers see how they can 
multiply their crops six-fold

DAHRIVA. — Undeterred by agre- i 


nade attack on a bus a few kilo- 
metres away (reported on next 
page), 600 Arabs from the Hebron 


area yesterday turned out for a 


demonstration of new crops by the 
Government’s Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service.

“Next year we'll all have yields 
Hike this, God willing,” said a griz- 
zled farmer from Halhoul. 

The yields of the demonstration 
crops — 300 to 350 ki to

strains of wheat, in addition to 
other crops. The entire experiment 
seemed doomed to failure because 
of a prolonged drought in the area 
but it was saved by last month’s 


group of farmers. Stations had been 
set up at intervals with signs in 
Arabic describing the yields and 
qualities of the different strains. 
Providing explanations at each sta- 
tion was an Extension Service in- 
structor; all of them residents of 
the administered areas, many of 
them graduates of agricultural 
schools in Egypt and Syria. Most of 
them were wearing kova tembels 
which gave them the appearance of

“Mostly the farmers ask about 
fertilizer,” Hisham Tamimi; an in- 
structor from Halhoul, said. “Until 
four years age, nobody here used 
it”

The farmers were also taken to 
several other areas around Hebron 
to look at demonstration crops grown 
under different conditions of soil and 
rain. At one point two Israel farm 
machinery agents were demonstra- 
ting a small mechanica) binder for 
cutting and binding wheat. They 
said they had sold 15 in the area 
during the week at IL9,000 each. 

The head of the Hebron Mar- 
keting Committee, Adel Nasser e- 
Din, called a reporter aside to praise 
the demonstration and the efforts 
of the Extension Service. “We've in- 
creased our yields a great deal,” he 
said. 

Ben-Herut, who served 15 years 
as an Extension Service expert in 
Nazareth, speaks perfect Arabic and 
enjoys an obviously warm relation- 
ship with the Arab instructors and 
farmers. Why, he was asked, is the 
Government going to such lengths 
to improve the agriculture of Judea 
and Samaria. “We want them to 
have a peaceful, prosperous life. Bet- 
ter to throw bundles of wheat. than 
grenades.”
